Taking Note of the Good 


Condemnation seems to come easier than 
praise these days. And. indeed, there is much 
that deserves condemnation and protest. 
But there also is much that merits commend­ 
ation. 


The oil industry , for example, has gradually 
been developing a bad image as the result of oil 
leaks in offshore drilling, oil spills from tank­ 
ers, debate over thvpro osed oi 
phe in* 
in 
Alaska and the fact that air pollution is largely 
due to the burning of oil products. 


SOME OF THESE image-affecting conditions 
are either the result of accidents or of human 
carelessness. 
Tighter controls and penalties 
could eliminate most of them. 
Others result from the basic nature of the oil 
products and their use as fuels for airplanes 
and automobiles. 
Improvements in these fuels and in use meth­ 
ods can and should be made. 
But until the nation can absolve the industry 


of the responsibility now placed upon it—to In­ 
sure that more than 75 per cent of the country ’! 
energy demands will be met — these conditions 
will be with us in vary ing degrees. 
In the meantime, the industry is deserving of 
some approbation for the improvement if has 
been making, albeit under pressure, In Its mar­ 
keting effort. 
New attractive service stations are being con­ 
structed throughout the nation, older outlets are 
being modernized and inadequate ey esore facili­ 
ties are being eliminated. 


AN AMERICAN Petroleum Institute survey 
found that fully a third of the nation’s service 
stations have been replaced or remodeled in 
the last six y ears and more than 34.000 have 
been completely removed from the market. 
The nation remains dependent upon the petro­ 
leum industry for its very life. This does not 
mean the industry should not be criticized for 
its shortcomings. But. in fairness, it also is due 
praise for its accomplishments. 


Delicate Cambodian Problem 


Cambodia’s request for arms presents a tick­ 
lish problem for President Nixon who is com­ 
mitted to a policy of disengagement from 
Southeast Asia 
The shipping of captured Communist weapons 
to Cambodia by South Vietnam is only a tempo­ 
rary measure and does not dilute the import­ 
ance of the prime question facing the President. 


HE STILL MUST DECIDE if the United 
States is going to get more deeply involved in 
Cambodia 
If he decides to go the route of Cambodiaza- 
tion bysupplying the present government with 
arms, the same reasons being used to explain 
U.S. involvement in Vietnam can be employed: 


Overheard

That dissatisfaction still exists over the city 's 
widening of the northwest comer of S. Lincoln 
and E. Pershing St. last summer because the 
contractor has never put the finishing touches 
to the job. 


Protecting the present government and fight­ 
ing Communist aggression. 
The other side of the coin is that if arms are 
provided, the United States Is committed to de­ 
fense of Cambodia. Once the commitment is 
made, the foundation has been laid for addition­ 
al involvement. 
Mr. Nixon's decision will carry a significance 
that goes beyond Cambodia's boundaries. 
America’s military tentacles already reach 
from South Vietnam into Laos, Cambodia and 
Thailand. All the areas are being tested by 
North Vietnamese pressure. 
If the United States escalates activities or 
support in Cambodia the same policy can be ex­ 
pected to be extended to the other nations. 


DEPENDING THEN on the response from 
North Vietnam, another Indo-china fray could 
be the outcome. 
Likewise a rejection of the arms request 
would be a tipoff for the other Southeast Asian 
nations that the United States is going forth 
with its pullout program. 
Considering the American experience in Viet­ 
nam, Mr. Nixon's pledge of withdrawal and 
growing domestic restlessness with the war, it 
would seem a “no” answer is most likely. 


New Battle on Defense Cost 


Newest battlefront in the continuing dispute 
over U.S. defense needs centers on the Ameri­ 
can aircraft carrier fleet. 
Congressional opposition to the Navy ’s 15-ship 
attack carrier force began last y ear when a 
band of congressmen tried to remove $377 mil­ 
lion, earmarked for a third nuclear-powered 
carrier, from the Pentagon appopriations bill. 
They were unsuccessful. 


ADM. THOMAS H. MOORER, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, contends: “For all 
levels of military action other than all-out nu­ 
clear war — from a show of force to general 
war — the attack carrier is the primary strik­ 
ing force of the Navy .” 
Leading critics, Sens. Clifford P Case. R- 
N.J., and Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn., claim 
that by continuing to emphasize highlv vulnera­ 
ble and costly carriers, the Navy is preparing 
to refight the battle of Midway rather than 
looking to the future They argue that land- 
based aircraft can perform the same mission at 
a cheaper cost. 
A joint congressional subcommittee is to 
make a recommendation on the carrier contro­ 
versy Thursday . The armed Forces Journal, 
noting the pro-military status of most of the 
nine members of the panel, has forecast the 
subcommittee 
will 
recommend 
approval 
of 
funds for a fourth nuclear carrier. 
If so, a congressional fight will ensue. Critics 
counter the Navy ’s contention that mobility is a 
defense with arguments centering on number, 
need and costs 
They claim President Nixon’s low-profile for­ 


eign policy will reduce American 
inv o lv ement 
abroad and cut the need for carriers. The Navy 
say s reducing American bases increases the 
need for carriers. 


It also has been pointed out that it costs $16 
billion to buy a carrier task force — with its es­ 
cort ships and logistical support when the Air 
Force can build air fields supporting a 9 0-plane 
wing for $245 million. 


ALTHOUGH THE SOVIET UNION has no at­ 
tack carriers, the Navy is extremely sensitive 
to Russian naval expansion and doesn’t want to 
be rely solely on an undersea deterrent force 
and small surface ships. 


In the face of international tension, the U.S. 
Navy is not about to agree to dismantle its car­ 
rier fleet And in the face of mounting econom­ 
ic factors and a less active U.S. role around the 
world, congressmen will be pressing for a 
smaller, less expensive fleet. 
Probable outcome of the looming struggle will 
be a compromise that will leave both sides un­ 
satisfied.

AKRON — Apparently, teamster wildcatters 
reckoned that if it’s done at some of the best 
universities, why should the proletariat restrain 
itself?

YET NONE OF THIS blood and bullets 
makes any sense. There are the professional 
cries of “Fitz (Frank ) Fitzsimrror' ^pam ^ers 
acting president) sold us out ” The hell he did. 
The “ Fitz Formula,” as the recent Teams­ 
t e r - T r u c k i n g Employ ers, Inc., compact is 
dubbed, gives the men cash raises of some $55 
a week, according to one federal economist, 
And that’s minimum. There are all sorts of 
costly improvements — mileage and other bo­ 
nuses, special rates, holidavs, and a varietv of 
health, welfare, cost of living and other fringe 
benefits. Some drivers will earn $18,680 a y ear. 
Point is that no one seems to know just how 
much the whole thing will cost. The general 
rule of swollen thumb is that every penny adds 
$10 million to the contract in cash — without 
fringes. Some say the basic cost will be $3 bil­ 
lion in 39 months. Others sav double that and 
you’re still conservative. Split the difference 
and it's still the national budget for some bur­ 
geoning nation

“ See that corner,” say s the reporter, wav­ 
ing toward the upper left corner of a desk 
mat. “That’s my party corner. When the 
General Assembly meets in September, I’ll 
usually have 15 invitations a day in that cor­ 
ner.” 
There are 126 permanent missions to the 
U.N. established in New York. During the 
12-week General Assembly, nearly all give 
parties to celebrate one thing or another. 
National day . Holiday. Any day. 
While there is no estimate available con­ 
cerning the total number of fetes sponsored 
by this group, Lord Caradon of Britain once 
calculated he was invited to 96 cocktail par­ 
ties and 10 5 dinners during the 84-day period.

The average cocktail invitations number 
about five a day. Diplomats are socially sen­ 
sitive persons and many try conscientiously 
to respond to all invitations. The road gets 
long and bleary . 
Newspapermen, 
n o t a b l y less sensitive, 
have been known to miss the finer points of 
their third or fourth party . 
The story is told, for instance, that a rath­ 
er famous columnist and his wife once at­ 
tended a party for the chief of state of Laos. 
After enjoying the hospitality for some time, 
the columnist spied a short man across the 
room. 


“ SAY,” IIE E X C L A I M E D , squinting 
through the cigarette haze, “ who is that lit­ 
tle sawed-off guy, any how?” 


“That,” a friend said, “is your—host— 
Prince Souvanna Phouma.” 
Most U.N. delegates will tell you they only 
make courtesy appearances at cocktail par­ 
ties. They will tell you they follow Secretary 
General U Thant’s example. 
U Thant tries to attend all national day 
parties, but usually lingers only a few mo­ 
ments to chat with the host and sip a daiqui­ 
ri. (The success of most U.N. parties, inci­ 
dentally , is o ften judg ed by whether Tha nt 


shows and how long he stay s.) 
Statistics prove, however, that someone 
probably the phantom from the fourth floor 
—is sticking around until the punch is gone. 
According tu an official for the hotel chain 
which operates all the food services for the 
U.N., the average cocktail party guest con­ 
sumes four drinks and eight hors d’oeuvres. 
“ I admii it,” said the correspondent. 
“There are nights when I fill up on the hors 
d ’oeuvres and don’t eat dinner—but not v- 
ery many of them. As you can see, there are 
as many dinner invitations as cocktail invita­ 
tions. 
‘ 
“The only drawback is that most of the 
dinners are formal. Sometimes I just don’t 
feel like putting on a tuxedo, so I fill up on 
snacks and go home.” 


A FEW YEARS AGO, a local newspaper 
printed a story saying that delegates were 
bored witn all the parties; that they were 
merely using the social gatherings as exten­ 
sions of day time meetings. 
“It just goes to show what a dedicated 
bunch of people we have working here,” said 
the U.N. regular with a wry grin. “Imagine 
going through all that torture just to get in 
some shoptalk.” 


cent increase in hauling rates. And they ’re not 
poor-mouthing. Federal experts reporting to the 
White House support this. Now multiply this in 
terms of higher cost for fruits, vegetables, 
meats, building equipment, steel, cars, fuel — 
you name it. Now add to this the daily multim­ 
illion dollar cost to industries affected by the 
wildcat. 
Obviously this teamster rebellion has not 
been some isolated exercise in target shooting. 
It’s a national story obscured bv the violence. 
But that’s not all. The rebel leaders have 
known for a long time that Frank Fitzsimmons 
got them the best package anyone could. And if 
I say it of Fitz, it must be so The old boy isn’t 
Exactly the object of my affection 


FTTZ KNOWS, and the rebels know, that the 
truckers just can’t raise the rate of hauling. 
They must apply to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission (ICC). The ICC doesn’t move with 
the speed of a Houston space center computer. 
It grinds slowly. Furthermore, the trucking as­ 
sociations can’t just go and bargain with the 
ICC or call John Ehrlichman, assistant presi­ 
dent of the U.S., and say they ’ll have to go out- 
of business if they don’t get one sweeping per­ 
mit covering them all, for increases — and 
could he telephone over for them. 
Each trucking company must petition on its 
own. It could get an interim rate increase ap­ 
proval — but basically the whole process will 
take months, if not y ears. 
Some companies will survive 
Some won’t. 
Some truckers will pick up business from the 
bankrupts. Some won’t. Thus a lot of teamsters 
could be looking for jobs. 
But the fact is that the trucking companies 
have offered the 50,000 drivers the best they 
could yield — especially with the Vietnam war 
orders phasing out and defense haulage slowing 
down. 


SO WHAT’S BEHIND the rebellion? Some say 
it’s just catching from the campuses. Some say 
that the drivers, working cheek by cheek with 
c o n s t r u c t i o n workers, want some of the 
hopped-up action won by those who use the ma­ 
terial hauled by the teamsters. Some say that 
local teamsters “barons” want to embarrass 
Fitz so he can’t run for the $10,000 a-y ear na­ 
tional presidency when the world’s biggest un­ 
ion convenes in July 19 71. 


Whatever the cause, there’s one more certain­ 
ty : no one gave the rebel teamsters the right to 
stone 30-truck caravans as they did here. No 
one gave them the right to shoot. No one gave 
the wildcatters the right to deprive legitimate 
union drivers from taking out their trucks in 
the course of earning a living. No one bestowed 
on the rebels immunity from punishment be­ 
cause the assaults, the shootings, the terror are 
committed in the name of a strike. 
No stoppage was authorized. Interstate com­ 
merce was disrupted. Federal laws were dis­ 
dained and violated. If wildcatting teamsters 
can rule the roads, other roving bands can too. 
If those highway s become the domain of one 
marauding group of heavily armed vigilantes, 
those roads can be made slippery by any one’s 
blood. 


Death of a Fleet 


At a time when the Soviet Union is rapidly 
expanding its fleets around the world and con- 
duiting simultaneous naval operations in three 
oceans and many seas, the United States is giv­ 
ing up its “com belt fleet’’ on the Great Lakes. 
The Navy is removing all training vessels on 
the lakes except for two submarines. Nine ves­ 
sels will be decommissioned, thus putting an 
end to the annual training cruises for reserv­ 
ists, a practice which has been conducted for 20 
y ears. 
The demise of the training fleet is attributed 
to cuts in defense spending. This, in turn, can 
be viewed as the direct result of pressures by 
student militants, antiwar groups and antiwar 
politicians. 
While looking forward hopefully 
to a time 
when no need would exist for vessels of war of 
any type, we remain unconvinced that our 
Great Lakes training fleet, part of which was 
Ohio ba sed, should be wiped out a t a time when 
the So v iet Unio n is ma king dra ma tic strides de­ 
sig ned to ma ke the United Sta tes a seco nd-cla ss 
na v a l po wer.

Tal king 
To Hanoi 


WASHINGTON — President Nixon was speak­ 
ing Monday night over TV and radio to the 
American people, but in reality the audience he 
was trying to reach with a warning was the 
Communist regime in Hanoi. He said frankly 
that, while he is cutting down the number of 
American troops in Vietnam by 150,000, this op­ 
eration could be interrupted at any time if ene­ 
my activity is substantially increased. 
First of all, Mr. Nixon promised to withdraw 
the additional troops within 12 months, but he 
did not say how many would come back within 
six months or even nine months. The purpose of 
this vague statement was to notify the Hanoi 
government that the United States has by no 
means decided to let South Vietnam be taken 
over by the Communists just to satisfy a senti­ 
ment at home for a troop withdrawal. He blunt­ 


ly asserted: 
“The enemy still demands that we unilateral­ 
ly and unconditionally withdraw all American 
forces, that in the process we overthrow the 
elected government of South Vietnam and that 
the United States accept a political settlement 
that would have the practical consequence of 
the forcible imposition of a Communist govern­ 
ment upon the people of South Vietnam. That 
would mean humiliation and defeat for the 
United States. This we cannot and will not ac­ 


cept.” 


THE PRESIDENT then 
pointed out 
that, 
while there has been an over all decline in the 
level of enemv forces in South Vietnam, new of­ 
fensives have been launched by the North Viet­ 
namese in neutral Laos in violation of the Ge­ 
neva accords of 1962. He added that south of 
Laos almost 40.000 Communist troops now are 
“ conducting overt aggression against Cambod­ 
ia, a small neutralist country that the Commu­ 
nists have used for y ears as a base for attack 
upon South Vietnam in vio'ation of the Geneva 
Accords of 1954, to which they were also signa­ 
tories.” 
Mr. Nixon said this follows “the consistent 
pattern of North Vietnamese aggression in In­ 
dochina.” He noted that “during the past eight 
y ears they have sent tens of thousands of troops 
into all three countries of the peninsula and 
across every single common border.’’ 
This is the first time the President has linked 
all of the countries in the Indochina group and 
laid it on the line—that the United States feels 
a responsibility to assist in protecting Indochina 
against aggression while American troops are 
in Vietnam. The President warned the leaders 
of North Vietnam: 


"While we are taking these risks for peace, 
they will be taking grave risks should they at­ 
tempt to use the occasion to jeopardize the se­ 
curity of our remaining forces in Vietnam by 
increased military action in Vietnam, in Cam­ 
bodia, or in Laos. 
“ I repeat what I said Nov. 3 and Dec. 15. If I 
conclude that increased enemy action jeopardiz­ 
es our remaining forces in Vietnam. I shall not 
hesitate to take strong and effective measures 
to deal with that situation.” 
The President emphasized that it is his re­ 
sponsibility as commander-in-chief to assure 
the safety of American forces and that the with­ 
drawal of 150,000 more men is related entirely 
to the progress of the “vietnamization” pro­ 
gram He urgeo a political settlement in the ne­ 
gotiations at Paris and hinted significantly that 
the Soviet Union could play a constructive part 
in bringing about a conference of the signato­ 
ries of the 1962 Geneva Accords. 


THROUGHOUT THE SPEECH there was a 
plain warning to the North Vietnamese that 
they cannot depend upon dissension and discord 
inside the United States as a means of achiev­ 
ing victory for their cause. He intimated that, if 
a program of peace is not obtained and the 
level of the fighting is increased, the United 
States will render whatever assistance it can to 
the smaller countries of Asia who are threat­ 
ened by Communist aggression. 
There are indications it isn’t going to be any 
easier to withdraw all American forces from 
Vietnam than it has been to return the 40,000 
American troops who have been in Korea since 
the war there was over nearly 18 y ears ago. 
Several thousand will have to remain in South 
Vie nam, but they will be mostly technicians 
and support units—a symbol of the American 
presence.
